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ORIGIN OF POLITICAL “BOOM”

Term First Used In Connection With

The word "bhoom,” as applled to a
politieal movement, so far as known,
wus first used by the editor of a Re-
publican newspaper In 8t, Louls. Mo,
pending the return of Gen, U, 8. Grant
from the trip around the world un-
dertaken by hm In 1870, Immediately
following his retiremen* from the

presidency of the United States. The
term was used so persistently and so
cleverly that It soon began to lodge
In populur thought, and to take on
the meaning which the editor Intend-
ed to convey when he declnred that
the movement looking to a third term
for Grant was “booming” or when
he employed the (nvention as a noun
and spoke of “the Grant bhoom,"

The ldea had come to him from n
common expression used by the people
along the Mlississipp! river. When
that stream was at flood tide and

sweeping everything before It it wos
snld to be “hooming.” The St Louls
editor snhimed to convey the thought
that the movement for the nomina.
tlon of Grant for the presidency in
1SS0 was Hke the onward sweep of a
grent  river under such  condlilins,

[ applied 1o the Unlted States ever

S8TATES WILL FURNISH
SOLDIERS.

President Wilson Calls Upon Every
State in the Union to Fur-
nish Its Quota of
Guards.

Western Neowspaper Unlon News Seryvies

Washington, —Virtually the entire
mobile strength of the national guard
of all states and the District of Co-
Iimbia have been ordered mustered
to the federal service by President
Wilson.  About 100,000 wmen are ex-
i pected to respond 1o the call, They
| will be mobilized immedintely for such
| serviee on the Mexiean border as may
later be assignoed to them,

Gen, Frederick Funston, commander
of the horder forces, will designate
the time and place for movement of
guardsmen to the internationsl line
as the occasion shall require. In an-
nouncing the order, Secretary Baker
fald the state forces woull be em-
ployed only to guard the he ier and
that no additional troop movemoent
into Mexico was contempiated except
in pursuit of ralders.

Washington.-——8Secretary Ilaniels has
ordered seven destrovers and nine
other small war vessels to Mexican
wiaters to joln units of the Atlantie
and Pacific fleets already stationed on
the east and west Mexican coaste. The
gecretary described the movement as
“precautionary.’” The vessels probahly
will be used to bring home American
refugees should an  emergency  de.
velop.

On the cast coast orders wore |s-
sucd to the transport Dixie, which
salled from Philadelphia for Koy West
early Sunday; the scout cruiser Salem
at Guatanamo, Cuba: the gunhboat Dal-
phin en route to Guantanamo from
Santo Domingo, and the transport
Hancock at Santo Domingo. Three de-
stroyers will be selected from the fleet
of slx now en route to Key West from
San Domingo,

Eighty-eight Regiments Called Out.

By the new orders there will be
placed at General Funston's disposal
two major generals and twenty.one
brigadied generals of militia with thelr
complete military commands. The en-
tire infantry divisons from New York
and Pennsylvania were called out, as
are fifteen full brigades from other
states. In all, eighty-eight regiments
of infantry with eleven separate bat-
talions and many sepsrate companies
are affected, glving u total of 1,148
companies, each of wbich must have
a minimum strength ot sixty-five men
when mustered into the federal sery-
fce.  The total enlisted force of in-
fantry, therefore, would be not legs
than 85,000 men,

N. N. G. to Meet at Lincoln.

Lincoln.—Adjutant General Philip
Hall said Sunday evening that the for-
mal order issued at Washington for
the Nebraska national guard to as-
semble at Lincoln was in pursuance
of plans made three years ago and still
on file with the war department.

“Since that plan was made,” he
sald, “the government has provided
camp grounds and a rifle range at
Ashland. In case the men are to be
kept in camp for any length of time
they will probably be ordered to as-
gemble there. If they are to meet for
almost immediate departure for the
south, the call for assembling at Lin-
coln will stand.

“In case of a stay of several werks
it would be advantageous to have the
men at the regular camp ground at
Ashland. They would enter at once
into their work under normal fleld
conditions.”

It i¢ estimated by General Hall that
he can put 2,600 men Into the fleld
upon short notice. It would take no
loinger than two weeks, in hig opinion,
And in addition it two weeks longer
were granted, at the outside, he would
he able to add 1,400 men from what
is now known on paper as the reserve
organization,

Governor Morehead, who was at Fx-
celslor Springs, Mo., Saturday night,
detected an alarming note in the news
dispatches and hastened home at once
80 a8 to be here In the event this mat.
ter should come up,

Tension Rapidly Increasing.

At the war, navy and state depart-
ments it was tsated that no new ad-
vices as to the situation in Mexico
had come to precipitate the new or-
ders, Within the last two weeks, how-
ever, tension has been increasing
steadlly. The crisis presented by Gen-
eral Carranza's note demanding the
recall of General Pershing's expedi-
tionary force has been followed by a
virtual ultimatum served on the
American officers by General Trevino,
the Mexican commander in Chihua-
hua,

Moblilization of antional guardsmen
to support General Funston's line will
pave the way for releasing some 30,000
regulars for immediate service in Mex.
ico In the event of hostilities with the
Carranza government, The guards-
men themselves could not be used be-
yond the line without authority of con-
gress and untll they had volunteered
for that duty as they are ealled out
under the old military law. The new
law which would make them available
for any military duty under the fed
eral government goes into effect on
July 1.
